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At a meeting on 20 July 1951 in Peiping, the Revolutionary Military Council 
(RMC) made the following decisions: 


a. The total strength of the Chinese Communist Amy will be maintained at 

3 , 000 , 000 . 

b» The strength of the first and second lines of Chinese troops in Korea 
will be maintained at tirenty armies by drawing one army from each 
Chinese Communist army group and one division from each independent 
s™y for participation in the Korean war, on a rotation basis, during 
each combat period, which is tentatively fixed at three months. 

c. The RMC will designate senior commanders for each period who in turn 
will appoint their own staff members. The first three periods and 
senior commanders are tentatively as follows:
